THE LEGISLATE)RF. 


INAUGURATION OF GENERAL 8T0NEMAN 
AS GOVERNOR. 


In 
Joint 
Convention—Inaugural 
Ad* 
dress—Proceedings in the Sen­ 
ate and Assembly. 


The proceedings in the Senate and Assembly were 
overshadowed yesterday by tbo inauguration cere­ 
monies, which took place in Joint Convention, in the 
Assembly Chamber 
Twelve o’clock had been fixed 
as the hoar for the ceremony, and at tbat time the 
floor of tho Hohae and the galleries were packed 
with an eager crowd of people. The Senate arrived 
:n a body, and the membcis were furnished seats 
beside the Assemblymen. 
Governor St memtn’s 
family and his Private Secretary occupied leais to 
the left of the Speaker's de?k. Lieutenant-Governor 
Mansfield and Speaker La Rue presided. 
Ib e Secretary of the Senate ctdled the roll of the 
Senators, and the Chief Clerk of the House the roll 
of Assemblymen. 
The Lieutenant-Governor then directed the Joint 
Inauguration Committee to attend upon the Gov­ 
ernor and Governor elect, and inform them that 
the Joint Convention was in seesivu and ready to 
receive them. 
The committee retired, and at 12:22 p. m. pre­ 
sented at the bar of the House Governor Perkins 
and Governor-elect Stoneman. They were stationed 
at the Speaker’s desk, and Governor Pei kins said : 
Mr. President, Members of the Joint Convention, 
and Fellow-citizens: It affords me great pleasure to 
introduce to you General George Stoneman, the 
Governor elect of California [applause], who pre­ 
sents himself before you to take the oath of the 
high office to which the people of our State have 
elected him. [Applause.] 
.Judge R. S. Ruckley, of San Joaquin, then admin­ 
istered the oath of «flice, in ibe following f *rra : 
“ *jo you solemnly swe»r that you will support the 
Constitution of the United State*, and the Constitu­ 
tion of the State of California, and that you will 
fait! fully perform the duties of your office to the 
brst of your ability ?” 
To which Governor Stoneman answered, “ I d \ ” 
THE INAUGURAL ADDRBf*. 
Governor Stoneman then read the following ad- 
dr ss : 
Mr. President, Gentlemen of the Senate and As­ 
sembly and Fello v-citizens : It is a matter ot con­ 
gratulation that we meet under such favorable cir­ 
cumstances. Our peop e are, in the main, happy, 
contented and prosperous 
The seasons have iu 
their return bestowed up n us their blessings. The 
products of the 6oil have been abundant, and 
despite the unreasonable charges for transportation 
to market from 6ome section-», have yielded a fair 
return to the product r 
The political situ At ion in 
dicates an awakening in the public mind, and in 
my opinion gives assurance of continued prosperity. 
Some problems have b en solved b y th ep litic.il 
contests joot ended. 
Among otlur things it has 
been demonstrated that combinations of men organ­ 
ized for the purpose of advancing the political in­ 
terest* of particular percons and factions cannot 
override the will of the people; that the interfer­ 
ence of the Federal author!’y in the local affairs cf 
the States will not be tolerated; that the lsscfs- 
mcnt of Federal office holders and employes for 
the purpose of raising large sums of money t* cor­ 
rupt the elections of the States in order to securo 
the electi n and return of particular candidates, 
c»nnot ava l against the united and determined 
voice of the people; and that ihewabttful Rud ex­ 
travagant

the public moneys

condemnation 
by 
all. The results of the 1 te political contests have 
given renewed cocfi len e to'tiie advocates «. f popu­ 
lar elections, a id has strengthened the faith of be­ 
lievers iifthe inconuptibilHy of the people. Let us, 
however, in the hour of our success, not forget that 
the people have bestowed up .11 us a great and re­ 
sponsible public trust, and that if we do net fill 
tho mensure cf their expectations, they may 09 
readily transfer their confidence to another paity, as 
they have, in this instance, given it the party now 
dominant. Let us never forget tb it, under our 
form of government, the people are the sovereigns 
and we are the servants ; that we are but instru­ 
ments to tffetfc their purposes ; that we arc placed 
temporarily in power to carry out their will. Let 
us, thou, go fci w ard, without faltering, to the ac­ 
complishment of our duty, always acting for the 
best interests of tho?e whose servants we are, and 
carefully, religiously cnieavorirg tofu'fillto the let­ 
ter the pledges and obligations of our platforms, and 
the principles of our parties. 
1 believe it- is nol 
customary on au occasion like this to make any 
c'aborate 
recommendations to your honorable 
bodies as to the legislation mott necessary tobe con­ 
sidered at the etssion just commencing. 
Many 
of the subjects to be dealt with by you, be­ 
ing in some measure new to me, I shall at 
this 
time 
content 
myself 
with 
presenting 
to you a Lriet outline of the general policy 
intended to be pursued by me, together with a few' 
recommendations which I consider most pertinent 
to the occasion. I shall, however, during your 
present scs ion take tho liberty of commuuicating 
with you, from time to time, or. such special sub­ 
jects as may, in my op nion, n quire .your attention. 
By the decisions of the Courts our State Board of 
Equalization h is been shorn of much of the power 
intended t j be conlerrei upon it by the Conetitu- 
tion. I rec mmcnd that you take such steps as in 
your judgment may seem proper to give force and 
efficacy to the busine-s and ordei8 of tbat depart­ 
ment. 
In this cennection I desire to call your spe­ 
cial attention to the fact that several of the great 
corporations, created by and under existing laws, 
have not proven obedient to the laws and have re­ 
fused, and still refuse, to bear the just burden 
p accd upon them for their own protect! n. These 
interests receive the full benefits of our Courts, the 
services oí our r-fficers— in a word, the full protec­ 
tion and advantages of all our laws, yet refuse—ex­ 
cept in a few b'Stancfes, where compelled »t the end 
of tedioui and vexatious litigation—to contribute 
anything for the protection and advantages received 
by them. The present attitude of these corpora­ 
tions is such as to demand, in the interest of common 
justice to other taxpayers, that laws be parsed to bring 
them within the spirit of tho obvious intent t-f the 
Organic Act ( f theStite. The whole power of the 
State, within lawful limits, should bs exercised to 
compel them to bear their just propon 101/ of the 
burdens of goverrmen*. 
Powers created by the 
State cannot, and shall not, with my consent, be 
permitted to become independent cf, or greater 
th kn, the State. In the majesty of their sovereign 
power, the people, through their fundamental law, 
formulated a system of laxa ion, eatiedict ry to 
them, under wuicb it was hop«d that radr a t cor­ 
porations, here* ofure evading the pay.utnt of their 
proper share if taxation, should find no further 
luetiiuds of escape 
Every depart m int of govern­ 
ment, dependent upon revenue for its support, 13 
suffering iro n this wrong. To permit it to con­ 
tinue, is to admit that the state has fott red a ser­ 
vant who has grown into an insolent and tyrannical 
master. Tho offended power looks to tho proper 
tribunal—the Legislature—for measures of relief. 


TRANSPORTATION. 
Three yearj have now elapsed since the people 
solemnly expressed their view 9 upon the subject of 
the regulation of fares and freights, and delegated 
to a Commidiion chosen under the new organic law 
the authority to execute their expressed will. For 
years the demand for the regulation of fares and 
freights and the prevention of discrimination has 
been Rini versa ; nut every movement looking to­ 
ward the accomplishment of such a wish has been 
attended by defeat. It is to be deeply regretted 
tbat the retiring Railroad Commission has entirely 
neglected and refused during the term for which its 
members were elected to take any positive steps 
toward enforcing tho powers coDferrod upon it by 
the Constitution and the laws. All hope of relief 
from the Commission has thus far been diferred. 
It is to be earnestly hoped that the incoming Com­ 
mission will prove to be composed of meu of suf 
ficient courage and sagacity to meet this i*sue in a 
spirit of fairness ; to deal justly by the transporta­ 
tion companiis and candidly by the people. I wish 
it to be distinctly understood that all the power and 
influence of the Executive Department « f the Gov­ 
ernment will be cheerfully exercised ou beba f of 
1 he Commission to bring the issue between the peo­ 
ple and the transp >rtation compat ies to a final and 
satisfactory termination. The question of the r e g ­ 
ulation of farts and freights is the great liviDg 
issue of the day, and no postponem.nt of its 
solution 
to 
a 
future 
time 
will 
prove 
satisfactory either to the people of Mi is ¿tato 
or the Union. 
The question of the power of 
the State to fix and regulate the charges for fares 
and freight! upm transportation lines within the 
State baa pa«s:d beyond the line of legitimate argu­ 
ment, though even now, after the decisions of the 
Court of last resort, there are those managers of 
transportation lines who hold and publicly avow as 
their convictions that transportation lines built and 
equipped at the public expense by public authority, 
for the public use, are the exclusive property ut the 
managers and stockholders ; and they (ti l acknowl­ 
edge no rigiit in the public which conflicts with 
then* alleged right cf sol« ownership. As to tbc 
policy of enforcing the powtr of the SUfci to regu­ 
late inre3 and freights th» re cannot, »ince the result 
of the late election, be further doubti While the 
Executive has no desire or intention to a.tem pt to 
interfere with the functions tf any other depart­ 
ment, exc?pt such power as is Riven 
a id required 
of him to see that the laws arc faithfully txecuted 
and th .t the duties of each office arc properly per- 
foinied, yet it may rot 1 e out of place in this con- 
nec.ion to state ttiat, in ray opinion, it U the imper 
ative duty of the rightful authority to immedutelv 
tike all proper and necessary stejis toward the ac 
c iraplishment of the mission for which they were 
pi&ced in power, and agcetiain, once for all, whether 
the Con-titution and laws are to be obeyed by all, or 
whether the creatures cf the law are superior to it 
TU3 SUNDAY LAW. 
Sumptuary laws a^e, and ever have been, opposed 
to democratic teaching, and find no support among 
liberal minded people. For many yexrt Sectirns 
299, 300 and 301 of the Penal Code, commonly called 
the “ Sunday Law,” have been 011 our statute books. 
Under Rightly varying firm s this law has .been in 
existence in tnis State during the msjor portion of 
the past quarter of a century- Now aud then spas­ 
modic efforts have been made to eof ires it, but 
without success. la every contest before the Court! 
the condition of public opinion has been shown by 
the fact that tbo law has been practically placed on 
trial, and not the particular defendant at the bar. 
In cases where the testimony addu :ed has been c >u- 
clusive that the alleged offense has beeu committed, 
jurie3bave almost uniformly refused to convict—a 
state of ficts ne>er beforeobicrvedwithrefercr.ee 
to any other porti n of our criminal jurisprudence. 
Such is the condition of the sections above cited. 
Ir3 is unwise to cumber the statute buoks with an 
enactment which experience has proven cannot be en 
f jeeed. The result at the late election is an emphatic 
indorsement of the attitude of the now dominant 
party on this important subject, and our duty in the 
premises is perfectly clear 
We all concede tnat 
those sections of our C .Jes which provide for cer­ 
tain holidays and non-ju licial days are essential to 
happiuess and health. The repeal of the “ Sunday 
Law” will in no wise interfere with tho perma­ 
nency or effect of cur civil legislation in the matter 
of a day of rest. Nor is there any disposition to 
disturb those penal enactments which a rj intended 
to prot ect ieligious assemblages from all unseemly 
interference. The nghi to worship free from bin* 


derance or molestation should always be carefully 
guarded. 
APPORTIONMENT. 
One of the most important duties devolving upon 
the Legislature at the present Bes iot is the apportion­ 
ment of the State into Congressional, Senatorial and 
Assembly Districts. For reaeous which it is unnec­ 
essary to discuss, the last Legislature failed to com­ 
ply with the constitutional mandate in this rtspcct. 
That the people of the Stats have a right to. aud do 
exrcct, a fair apportionment cannot be denied. Sec­ 
tion 6 of Article IV. of the Constitution ordains 
that “ for the purpose of choosing members cf the 
Legislature, the State shall be divided into forty 
Senatorial and eighty Assembly Districts.” In Sec­ 
tion 27 of the same article is found the organic 
rule 
relative 
to 
the 
creation of 
Con­ 
gressional 
Districts. 
The 
passage of a law 
carrying out tho provisions of these sections in a 
fair and impartial mannerf is one of the matters 
which should engage your early attenti>n. 
In ­ 
stances are not iofrequent in which the party in 
power, anxious to perpetuate its authority, lias 
enacted an apportionment law for purely partisan 
purpo«es. In these cases little or no regard has been 
had for local desires or the general welfare. Ihe 
massing of opposition majorities, and a study of 
how the vote of tbo party in power should be dis­ 
tribute»! so as best to subserve party ends, have 
generally been the only objects considered. It is to 
be doubted whether any real and ultimate party ad­ 
vantage has ever been attained by any 6ccn unpatri­ 
otic procedure. Honest tffoit is the only unerring 
guide to lasting feuccess. But apart from their po­ 
litical effect, the methods which I have cnticised 
are intrinsically wrong. The constitutional mandate 
is clear and positive. Its phraseology evinces an 
unmistakable desire in the minds of its framers and 
thoee bv whom it was ratified to prevent anything 
but an impartial apportionment. I am fully satisfied 
that the present Legi-lature is in accord with me on 
this subject, and the views I have expressed are 
identical with theirs. 
THE CHINESE QUESTION. 
Within the past year Congress has grafted to the 
people of this coast partial relief from the much 
deplored evil of Chinese immigration. For such re­ 
lief as has been obtained, and for legis’ation which, 
while it might justly and properly have extended 
much firther, the people are to be congratulated, 
and our Senators and Representatives in Congress 
are eutitied to the thinks of the public. There are 
some who affect to believe this inqiortant question 
finally settled by the statute referred to. 
There are 
those who evince a desire to nullify its «ffect by a 
loose construction of its terras and an inefficient 
execution of its provisions. 
The law ha/1 haroly 
taken tffect when another bill was introduced into 
the Senate of tho United States, and. I believe, is 
now pending in that body, under which thousands 
of Chinese 1 ow 8» rvlng under labor contracts iu the 
West India islands might be permitted to rross the 
territory of the United States to their hemes iu the 
Chinese Empire. 
Considering that we have no 
pow er to deport the Chinese, if they were once per­ 
mitted to laud in this country, they might reaain 
here permanently. Against this new danger the 
people of this coost will depend upon their Repre­ 
sentatives in Congress to guard. 
TUB ROAD LAW. 
Other matters of somewhat perplexing natures 
upon which you will be call- d to legislat j are a gen 
eral road law, the passage of general laws providing 
for tl c incorporation for municipal purposes of 
cities and towns, ard laws establishing a system of 
county governments 
which 
shall 
be uuiform 
throughout the State, classifying the countits there­ 
under, fixing the salaries of officers, etc. Prompt 
legislation on these subjects is raueh needed. From 
the variety of local interests as well s the peculiar 
topography of our State, yen will experience some 
difficulty in agreeing upon satisf ictcry law a on these 
subjects, tu t by f xi rcisiDg a spirit of mutual con­ 
cession you wiU duub’.less ariive at just concluskns. 
STATE PRISONS. 
The congregate system of imprisonment, which, 
owing to the peculiar construction and want of cell- 
room in our prisons, is necessarily in vogue therein, 
is, in my opinion, not conducive to the irora’ well- 
bfciug of the prisoner. The most important object 
of p nal confinement ought to be to effect a refor­ 
mation, either partial or total, cf tb j prisoner, so 
that when his sentence expires he may go forth 
into society a better man. I would rcspectiul y 
recommend that, if practicable, a sys'em cf is. la 
tion am 1 solitary confinement bn instituted among 
tho«e of the most vicious character. In the absence 
of such a system of isolation San Quentin Prison 
fro n 
its 
geographicxl 
position 
might 
be 
made a distributing prison. 
Ad convicts should 
be 
sentenc'd 
to that institution, 
in 
order 
tbat they may be registered and graded by the 
Prison Directors, selecting those f r distribution to 
Folsom and any other branch prison hereafter estab­ 
lished. After careful siudy and an examination of 
past record?, the comparatively good should be re­ 
tained and the vicious and incorrig ble co: fined at 
another prison, so far as the interests of the State 
may permit. To carry out th n system all commit­ 
ments should be retained at Fan Quentin, and a list 
each month, with tho date of discharge, forwarded 
to the Branch Prison, cf those traniferred and dis­ 
charged. 
All pardons and commitments should be 
forwarded by the Governor to San Quentin, and if 
the prisoner be at the Branch Prison the order for 
hi■» discharge should follow him there. All deaths 
and e8caj>c3 at the Branch Prison should be reported 
to San Quentin, to be there entered of record. This 
system strictly carried out wmuli form a perfect 
record of the antecedents and disposition of all con- 
\*icts within the state. This tystem is not only es­ 
sential for the good of the prisoner and for the guid­ 
ance of the Directors, but would enai lethe District 
Attorneys of each county to be always able to pro­ 
cure a complete r cord to embody in their inf irma- 
tions or indictments tlio number of convictions 1 f 
each defendant, if any euch t h r e b?, as th yare 
now coa polled by law to do uuder whit is known as 
the “ Prior Conviction Act.” 


IRRIGATION. 
In a ’arjrj portion cf the State agricu-tural inter­ 
ests are oeing developed by the aid of irrigation. 
The history of all countries dependent upon irriga­ 
tion shows that this practice has necessitated the 
enactment of laws specially designed for the pro­ 
tection and regularoa of irrigation, the main­ 
tenance of order, equity and economy in the appro­ 
priation and use of waters, and that the subject has 
been one most difficult to deal with in legislation. 
Our own experience, limited though it be, is suffi­ 
cient to establish this fact, as our Courts «re 
crowded with litigation growing out of irrigation 
practices which constitute-» a serious drawback to 
our property. I mention this subject perbap , to 
the exclusion of others equally deserving cf at ten 
tion, because the defects of the present system have 
fallen dire tly under my own observation, and I in- 
▼itnyour earnc8t*confideration of it, believing that 
cartful action is necessary to establish confidence for 
the present and to guard ?gaii.st embarrassing com­ 
plications in the future. 


THE PUBL’C SCHOOLS, ETC. 
It *8 one of our cardinal doctrines that it is the 
duty of the state to provide lor every child within 
its lim'ts the advantages cf a common school edu­ 
cation, and it is to be hoped tbat in the future, as iu 
the past, this principle will be strictly adhered to. 
There ar* many other matters in which the State 
is directly interested, and w hich it would be proper 
to discuss, but, as stated, I have confined myself to 
those which are deemed mo it important at this 
time. 
It will be the province of the Legislature to 
examine an i inquire into the con luct of the affairs 
of the State Insane Asylums, the State Normal 
Schools, the State University, the Asylum for the 
Deaf, Dumb and Blind, and into the management of 
those orphan asylums receiving State aicj. I believe 
you will enter upon tha discharge of your respon- 
sibe duties with an honest desire to advance the 
best interests of the State. It shall be my constant 
aim and endeavor during my term of office to 
make economy in the expenditure of the public 
moneys and in maintaining the publx institu­ 
tions 
the 
principal featu-e of ihis adminis­ 
tration, and 1 request your cordial co-cperation to 
that end. Every bill containing an appropriation 
of money will be closely (canned, and unless the 
necessity of the appr.-priat on Is apparent, it will 
not receive the Executive approval. Another mat­ 
ter against which it would be well to guard is tho 
cr. ation of newr offices aud commissions and the per­ 
petuation of useless ones now in existence, if any 
such there shauld be. To lighten the burdens of 
taxation, to reduce the expenses to the lowest po9- 
tibie standard, to allow the largest personal liberty 
consistent With the general we fare, not to govern 
except where government is necessary, to administer 
the law even and impartially on all classes and in­ 
terests, these arc my ideas of the requirements of 
the day, and of the true theory of oar form of gov­ 
ernment; and whatever ot ability I may possess 
fhall be devoted to the administration of the govern 
mentón these principles. 
The reading of the address was frequently inter­ 
rupted by applaus .

-THE MILWAUKEE DISASTER. 
The burning of the Newhall House at 
Milwaukee, and the accompany ¡Dg dread­ 
ful loss of life, show once mere with what 
astounding recklessness the most awful 
risks are encountered in many business en­ 
terprises. It appears that the burned hotel 
had long been regarded by insurance com­ 
panies and others as a “ death-trap,” and 
that the rates on it were placed as high as 
possible. It had accommodations for 800 
guests, was sis stories high, and had appa­ 
rently no fire escapes or means of escape 
about it. 
Yet notwithstanding the no­ 
toriety of its unsafencss there was no at­ 
tem pt made to secure the traveling public 
against the terrible dangers with which the 
Newhall House threatened them. It was 
nobody’s business to see that it was fur­ 
nished with fire-escape*, or that more 
staircases were built in it, or that the 
elevator shaftB were protected. Every­ 
body knew that it was a “ deathtrap,” 
but nobody did anything. And so at last 
it justifies its nick-name, and roasts seme 
fifty of its guests and servants. And what 
makes this casa the more serious is 
that 
there are beyond doubt scores 
of 
similar 
“ death-traps” 
in 
the 
shape of hotels scattered all over the 
country. As a rule it may be said that the 
larger and higher a hotel is, the less safe it 
m ust be. But cities and towns glory in 
their big hotels, and do nothing to render 
the traveling public safe, and as fcr the 
traveling public, they have too many other 
matters to attend .to, to make particular 
inquiries as to the safety ot the houses 
they 8top at. So at intervals there occurs 
a shocking disaster like this at Milwaukee, 
and then for several days the press is filled 
with harrowing narratives; and then the 
interest subsides, and everybody forgets 
all about it until another “ holocaust,” as 
the reporters delight to call these events, 
takes place, and in the end no improve­ 
ments are math in the construction and 
conservation of hotels, but for the most part 
mere bigness is regarded as compensating 
for all other defects. 


THE NEW RAILROAD COMMISSION. 
As was to have been expected, Mr. 
Foote has signalized his entry into office as 
Railroad Commissioner by proposing a 
sweeping reduction of rates. For tbe mo­ 
ment be confines himself to passenger rates, 
which he proposes to cnt down to threo 
cents a mile on the Central and Southern 
Pacific and their branches. As the charter 
of the Central Pacific allows that corpora­ 
tion to charge ten cents per mile for pas­ 
sengers, and as that charter bis not yet 
either expired or been repealed or amended 
by Congress, it is somewhat difficult to 
understand what Mr. Foote expects to ac­ 
complish in regard to the transcontinental 
route, at least. Apart from this, however, 
bis proposition is ioadmissible, since it is 
impossible to fix a hard-and-fast rate, 
either for paseengers or freight, without 
some time injuring the traffic and the 
public. Mr. Foote’s proposed experiment 
is not a new one. It has been tried in 
several other States, and has had to be 
abandoned. But he says that he made 
foolish pledges, and now he must fulfill 
them. This, however, does not at all 
necessarily follow. Because a man has 
done one wrong it does not follow that he 
ia bound to do two. Mr. Foote was guilty 
of gross demsgogism in his canvass, but he 
cannot adduce his demagogism then as a 
justification for further displays of the 
same kind now. And since he has four 
years of office before him it will be to his 
credit, and certainly for his benefit, if he 
devotes some months to etndy before de­ 
ciding upon a programme.

It is grstifjing to know that London publishers 
have taken bold very actively of American monthly 
magazines, and are pushing their introduction in 
that country. 


It is evident from the tone of Governor 
Stoneman’a inaugural message that he has 
entirely failed to comprehend the signifi­ 
cance of the political movement which re­ 
sulted in bis election. The consequencs is 
that he tets out in the wrong direction, 
and that he ascribes to tbe majority of the 
voters of California views and desires which 
they do not entertain. He intimates in 
effect that be has a Mission ; and that this 
Mission is to lug the railroad question into 
politics at all hazards, and to keep it there. 
He sajs that the question of fareB and 
freights is the great living issne of th6 day. 
This only shows that he does not under­ 
stand the times in which he lives. He was 
elected for do other reason than because 
the Republican Convention had undertaken 
to make the railroad question the one dom­ 
inant issue. Had the people of California 
really wanted a “ reliable enemy” of the 
railroads fur Governor, there can be no 
question that they would have chosen 
Estee. The truth is that Governor Stone- 
man was elected becanee it was believed 
that he wab less of a demagogue than his 
opponent, and bc-causc—and he wiil 
do well to bear this in mind—his 
conree as Railrcad Commissioner in noway 
justified the belief that he wss anxious to 
make that question “ the great living 
“ issue.” As a Railroad Commissioner 
General Stoneman, however, had shown 
himself too indolent to investigate the sub­ 
ject for himself, and when, fog electioneer­ 
ing purposes, he had at cne time proposed 
a reduction of rates, it was promptly 
demonstrated that the rates he proposed 
would, if adopted, in many instances in­ 
crease rates instead of lowering them. We 
are sorry to note the same carelessness, the 
same disregard of facts, and even the same 
desire to. obtain capital by seeming to do 
things, m his message. His allusions to the 
tax cases of the railroad are characterized 
by a flippant assertion which is deplorably 
out of place in such a paper. He misrep­ 
resents the matter, in fact, and for this he 
certainly has no excuse. 
It is not true, as he represents, that 
the railroad companies are trying to escape 
the payment of their just taxes. In fact 
the statement is grossly and injuriously 
untrue. The companies have invariably 
testified their readiness and willingness to 
pay all jimt taxes. W hat they have ap­ 
pealed to the Courts for is protection 
against the scandalously and flagrantly' un­ 
just system of taxation by which the fram­ 
ers of the new Constitution sought to es­ 
tablish a broad discrimination against them. 
The State undertook to rob the corpora­ 
tions. Tbat is the plain truth. And now 
that they avail themselves of tbe rights 
which are guaranteed to all citizens, they 
ate abused. We suppose that according to 
Governor Stoneman the railroads are bound 
to submit to whatever impositions may be 
put upon them. But unfortunately for 
them they know from bitter experience 
that the more they submit the greater will 
the impositions be. They are within their 
legal rights in resisting the cnequal as­ 
sessment to which it is sought to subject 
them, and it ia by no means creditable to 
Governor Stoneman that in referring to 
these cases he should have imported the 
loose, irresponsible, extravagant and inac­ 
curate language of the slump into his first 
Btate paper. 
His rematks upon the late Railroad 
Commission are, however, if possible, in 
still worse taste. He wa3 a member of 
that Commission, and he was a useless 
member. Not because his colleagues were 
always opposed to him, but because he 
never once made a proposition looking to 
the reduction of freights and fares which 
was founded open knowledge of the trans­ 
portation qneetioD, or which was practica­ 
ble in any way. That he does not now 
understand the subject he is supposed to 
have been studying for Beveral years, is 
fully proved by the language of this mes­ 
sage. The report of the Railroad Com­ 
mission which he so suicidally condemns 
ia accompanied by a series of tabular state­ 
ments showing that there has been a steady 
and extensive reducticn of freights and 
fares proceeding since 1877, and that in 
the interval it has amounted to upwards of 
30 per cent. Now no intelligent person, 
acquainted with theso facts, could have 
possibly used the language which Governor 
Stoneman has employed in hia message, 
because it is apparent from these facts tbat 
the redaction of freights and fares is not a 
“ great living issue,” demanding popular 
aud legislative action, but a question which 
can safely be ti usted to regulate itself, and 
which cannot be tinkered ignorantly 
withont producing infinitely more harm 
than good. 
We do not know what Governor Stone­ 
man means when he speaks so pompously 
of “ my policy.” Since when, we may ask, 
was the Executive required to have a 
“ policy?” Does he, perchance, imagine 
that he is a military ruler, and that he can 
decree things as he would have them ? If 
he does he will have to be taught that he 
is in error. He will have to learn that he 
can rightfully have no other “ policy ” than 
to execute faithfully the laws ot the State. 
That he is neither a judge nor a legislator. 
And that if be attempts to override the 
limits of his proper jurisdiction, he will be 
promptly checked, and compelled to re­ 
strict himself to the legitimate duties of 
his office. So far, also, bis alleged “policy” 
appears to be nothing more than an echo 
from the stump in the last political cam­ 
paign. 
It is a mere hrutum fulmen, which 
would have been far better omitted, and it 
assuredly does not tend to dissipate any 
of the apprehensions which his own party 
friends so freely expressed during the can­ 
vass, as to his singular lack of judgment. 
There is ecarcely anything else werth 
mentioning in tbe message. The Governor 
recommends the repeal of the Sunday law, 
a perfectly needless recommendation, as 
everyone knows. He speaks of tbo ap 
portionmcnt bill with an affectation cf im­ 
partiality which will obtain no approval 
from a Democratic Legislature, He venti­ 
lates some crude notions about prison 
management, which he appears to compre­ 
hend less of than even the railroad ques­ 
tion, gravely recommending the revival of 
that solitary system which baa long since 
been condemned by all scientific penolog­ 
ists. He hints at a number of investiga­ 
tions of State institutions, no doubt with 
the ultimate object of making vacancies 
for Democratic office-seekers ; and he con­ 
cludes with a rather vapid adjuration to 
the Legislature to behave itself. Alto­ 
gether the message is not strong, or judici­ 
ous, or in good taste. All that can be 
hoped is that it does not fairly foreshadow 
the kind oi administration the State has 
just passed under. .

The local magistrate, however, happened 
to be a man of much presence of mind, and 
pacified the grumblers by pointing oat that 
if Troppmann had been guillotined at 
Pantin the decapitation would have been 
pronounced void fsr informality.

M ilwaukee, January 10.h.—The Newhall 
Home, a eix-story brick building, at the cor­ 
ner cf Michigan street and Broadway, was 
burned to the ground this forenoon. The fire 
was discovered, at 4 A. M. Ia less than half 
an hour the whole bnildirg, which had long 
been designated as a “ death-trap,” was 
enveloped in firmes. It seems the utmost 
terror prevailed, tie inmates of the doomed 
building let ping by dczsns from the npper 
storier, covering the sidewalks with lifeless 
bodies. The shrieks of the unfortunates filled 
the air. Tte people below were unable to 
render aid. 
Quite a number cf terrified 
guests and employes cf the hotel appsared at 
the window, and, noticing the great distance 
to the ground, fell back, to perish in the 
flamee. Tbe emclojes of the hotel, which 
ecc iumodated 800 guests, Lumbering eighty- 
.ix, mostly lodged in the sixth story, and 
raide their exit by way cf the roof, being 
cut off by the fire below. The two stand 
p:pos with fire ladders were not available for 
some reason. Very few were saved by jump­ 
ing on the estivas. 
OFFICES ON THE GROUND FLOOR. 
All the stores and offices on the gronnd 
fl >or, with their content», were destroyed. 
There were on tbe Michigan-street side tbe 
offices of the Mutual Union Telegraph Com­ 
pany ; H, J. Baumgartner, sign painting 
shop; George Etr, barber shcp; Burdick & 
Armitage, jib printers; and on Broadway 
front, the Mtnnfvefurers’ Bank, Metropoli­ 
tan Plate Glass Insurance Company, with the 
insurance agencies of Charles E. Crain, Win.

Watson, ogent, of tbe Canada Southern Rail­ 
way rffice ; Nelion’a coal yard and the office 
of the Merchants’ Dispatch Freight Line, 
LOSSES BT FALLING WALLS. 
A number of wholesale establishments on 
the cast tide were damaged by tbo falling 
walla of the buildings. AmoDg them were 
William Cramer, b-rnker 7 Goodyear Rubber 
Company ; Lewis E. Chadcig & Co, whole- 
eale wine ; James Morgan, dry goods; Zim­ 
merman Bros, clotning. William S. Can- 
dee, Cashier tf the Manufacturers’ Bank, 
carried ths e&st-box of the institution, con­ 
taining money and parers to the amount of 
8000,000, out of the Himes. The insurance 
agencies and general iffices on the first fl>or 
scarcely saved an} thing but their papers. 
The insurance on the hotel is stated by C. D. 
Nasb, President of the Newhall House Asso- 
cii.tior, it §25.000— alt held by Cincinnati 
agencies. The los» is scarcely to be estimated, 
but will reach §500,000. 
Telegraphic communication wiil be inter­ 
rupted for traffic north, as about fifty wires 
are down. 
THE LOSS OF LIFE. 
There were comparatively few guests in the 
hotel. The register was burned, and the ex­ 
act less of life cannot be determined, bnt it 
will reach fifty to sixty deaths. There are 
twenty to thirty wounded so far, twenty- 
three bodies in the Morgue, and nine near 
the ruins. 
Identification comes rilowly.

Chicago, January loth.—Three ateamers 
went from Chicago at ten minntes to 6, ia re­ 
sponse to a call from the Mayor, with mem­ 
bers of Five, Ten and Fourteen, together 
with two men each from Companies One, 
Two, Three and Nice, and 100 yards of extra 
hose. The train bearing them went over the 
Chicago and Northwestern road, end con­ 
sisted of fiva car?. It went to Milwaukee, 
cin»ty railsp, in only a little over an hour. 
It is reported here that the Minnie Palmer 
troupe, which was at the Newhall House, 
were lost, but this is not confirmed. 
A TOUCHING SCENE—INDIGNATION. 
M ilwaukee, January 10th.—Mrs. John 
Gilbert’s body ;s positively identified. It wa3 
a touching sc me to see the bride of a night 
lying upon the cold marble, charred and 
bruised, wi'h anguish depicted in her delicate 
features. It is Baid she was Mbs Sutton, of 
Chicago, previous to marrying Gilbert, who 
is maddened beyond control. 
The fire department called for assistance 
from the Soldiers’ Home, Int General Sharpe 
refused to send the steamers, at which the in 
dignation is great. 
GIRLS BATED. 
Eleven w.-.iter girls were brought safely 
across frail ladders stretched over the alley 
from the sixth story of tbe hotel to the roof 
of the adjoining bank building. Tbe jumping 
cloth did little service. About a dcz?n unfor- 
tnnatrs attempted to jump, bnt rebounded 
from the telegraph wires, a perfect maza cf 
which surrounded the two fronte of the 
building. 
LSCAUH OF THE MADISON SQUARE PEOPLE. 
W. H. Crompton, the Old Rogers in “ Es­ 
meralda,” of tbe Madison Square Theater 
Company, together with Miss Herbert, Miss 
Dunlap and W. A. Lavalle, arrived in the 
city at midnight by express from Wankeegan, 
and went to the house. Mr. Compton had 
room 319. and Miss Heibert one adjoining. 
The first be kcew war an indistinct sense of 
a terrible noise outside, and before he conld 
fully realize what was going on he was star­ 
tled by the knocks of Miss Herbert at the 
folding doors between the two rooms. He 
unlocked them, and she came in at 
once. Her apartment was so full oi 
smoke that it was not thought safe 


for her to return, and both started for the 
fire-gtcape. Crompton managed to throw on 
some of his clothes, bnt Miss Herbert had no 
time to save anything, Mr. Crompton carry­ 
ing her down with nothing on but her night 
dress. A hack passing near was brought 
down, and Miss Herbert carried to Collins’ 
boarding-house. Miss Dudap and Mr. La- 
vaile escaped in a similar way, bnt were more 
fortunate, in both getting partially dre.-sed. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
Chicago, January 10th.—A New$ special 
has the -following of the Milwaukee holo­ 
caust : The building was long known as a 
“ death trap,” and it only required half an 
hour to completely enveloped it in flames. It 
had eighty-eix employes, who mostly lodged 
in the sixth story. Eight hundred guests 
could be accommodated. Exit by the roof 
was impossible, on account of the fire, and 
for some reasvo the two standpipes and fire 
ladders were not available. Rsn Hal), a fire­ 
man, was cruthad under a large heavy cor­ 
nice, but was quickly gotten out frcm the red- 
hot plates of galvi nized iron, eeriously, if not 
fatally, hurt. 
The department fought 
heroically, but was only sbie to prevent the 
spread of the fire. 
Tbe hook and ladder 
companies were most active, and saved about 
twelve people by well directed effort?. The 
Morgue was a bideons sight. Two small 
biers were soon filled wi;h bodies tightly 
packed, and these bodies—gitl?, women and 
men—were laid promiscuously on the atone 
flags almost in a heap, as the patrol brought 
in the bodies three and four at a time. In the 
American Express office Allen Johnson and 
wife lay fatretched on the hard floor, 
evidently dying. 
[They are since dead] 
They were forced to jump from a window 
of the third floor. A blarkei held to catch 
them was too weak, and their backs were 
terribly injured. Edward Pollock, of Lan­ 
caster, awakened nearly as soon as the flames 
broke out, grabbed bis clothe?, swung from a 
balccny on the fourth to that beneath, where 
a dozen others were, and by means of knotted 
bed clotheB all reached the gronnd. 
William E. Cramer, of the Evening IKt'»- 
consin, was saved through ihe heroic efforts 
of Charlie Grossing, a Sentinel typo. Chief 
Clerk Tice, who had a narrow escape, says 
there, were 110 boarders and 90 employes in 
the bouse. Bo far 50 are unaccounted for. 
The hotel was built by Daniel Newhall and. 
r.n association in 1857, at a cost cf §155,000. 
The insurance aggregates §100,000 on the 
building, and 500,000 on the furniture. 
STILL ANOTHER REPORT. 
M ilw a u k ee, January 10th.—Ltmg afler 
the flames had raged in the interior, Miss 
Chellis, a dressmaker at Chapman & Co.V, 
wa3 teen at her window on the fourth floor. 
She was recognized by friends below, and im­ 
plored to make a leap upon the canvas, but 
remained standing at the window until the 
flames t nveioped her, and she sank to be seen 
no more. 
In three-quarters of an hour after the dis­ 
covery of the lire the building was a total los3. 
At 5:30 o’clock the Broadwt y front gave ouf, 
aud came thundering to the p-ivement. 
Shortly after that tho tot'eriug walls of the 
southeast corner followed, tearing a heavy 
teLgraph pole to the gronnd, which felled 
Benjamin Vanaahag, a truckman of Hook 
and Ladder Company No. 2, beneath itB 
weight. Ho died in a few hcura after. 
DEEDS CF HEROISM 
Are recorded worthy of unqualified praipe. 
Ed. Ryemer ano’ Herman Strausp, of trnck 
one, appeared on the roof of the bank build­ 
ing at a critical juncture, directly opposite 
the servants’ quarter, ladder in hand. For a 
moment the unwieldy thing poieed in mid­ 
air, then descended with a crash through a 
window of the hotel. It formed a bridge 
across tbe alley, and before it bfcame steady 
in position a man had crossed it into the ho­ 
tel, and then, amid the cheers of the multi­ 
tude below, dragged the helpless creatures 
across the slender bridge until fully a d zen 
were rescued—ail of them ia their night­ 
clothes. Many we re badly frozen before 
takeu to shelter. A woman in a dead 
faint, unable to help herself, was dragged 
across in safety, but atone time the whole of 
her body was hanging over the edge cf the 
ladder, while the brave man held her by one 
of her ankles. The crowd below held its 
breath in suspense, expecting every moment 
to see tho ladder turn over or break beneath 
the terrible strain. By a herculean effort he 
pulled her upon the slender bridge, and finally 
placed hrr out of danger, while the crowd, 
which had endured the most painful suspense 
for fully ten minutes, burst forth in round 
after round of applause. 
Two brothers named Clayton rescued four 
worner, carrying them bodily out. The po­ 
lice rescued a d, zen persons. 
There is loud talk oi incendiarism, in which 
the Chief concur?, also the police who were 
first on the ground. No tangible ground cm 
be found for incendiarism teyond the fsct of 
its breaking out near the foot of the elevator. 
HAIRBREADTH ESCAPES. 
A story of hairbreadth escape from a ter­ 
rible death is related by Lizzie Augland, one 
of tho dining-room girls. She awoke and 
heard a noise about 4 o’clock a. m. She 
awakened her room mate, Mollie Conners, 
and the two girls hastily dressed and at­ 
tempted to descend by tbe stairway, enly to 
find themselves facing a iheet of flame. Miss 
Conners wa? terribly frightened, and screamed 
oat, “ God, L’zzir, we can’t get through 
there.” 
Lizzie replied, “ We must get 
through or perish.” With this Lizzie rushed 
through the flames and succeeded in reaching 
tho office floor, when she fell insensible, ter­ 
ribly burned about the neck, the lower por­ 
tion cf her face, and limbs between tbe 
feet and knees. Her injuries, though severe, 
are not fatal.' From Miss Augland the f.-.te 
of Mollie Conners has been learned. She 
says when she started through the fl vines she 
turned to see if Mollie was coming, and saw 
her fall on the Btairway. 
Another escape to b? recorded was that of 
a man whose name could not be learned. He 
was seen swinging himself from the fifth 
flaor of the burr.icg building until bis feet 
touched the window below. Kicking in tho 
window he dropped and grabbed tne sa«h. 
This he repeated until he reached a balcony 
from which he wrs rescued. His hands were 
badly cnt. 
It is reported on the street that there were 
330 guests in the house last night. If this be 
true, the horrors that will be revealed by thb 
removal of tbo debris are too dreadful to con­ 
template.IDENTIFICATION OF BODIES. 
The loss of life is considerably larger than 
anticipated at first, and it is feared reaches

TWENTY-FOUR HOURS AFTF.B—REVIEW OF THE 
CATASTROPHE. 
M ilwaukee,1 January 11th—a. m.—Twen­ 
ty-four hours have elapeed since the most 
terrible catastrophe that ever befell Mil­ 
waukee, and the immensity of the dreadful 
disaster seems to increase instead of wane 
with floating time. A dread seems to creep 
over every one passing the huge pile of smok­ 
ing ruins that mark the place where only two 
days sgo the palatial Newhall House stood, 
with its two hundred inmates, who awoke 
yesttriay raorniog from their slumbers to 
stand face to face with the grim reaper. 
Snow had beca falling ell night, silent­ 
ly weavirg a Bhroud for many — how 
msny, nobody can ask withont a shud­ 
der, on beholding what is left of 
one of the largest bcstalnes in the North­ 
west. The first alarm came at 3:47, followed 
quickly by a second, atd then a general 
alarm. By this lime almo-t the entire south 
front of the Newhall House was ore sea of 
flame. In a moment every window of the 
lrrge six-story structure was filled with strug- 
gliog guests, frantically and piteously be- 
seediing the few bclrw for aid, which it was 
impossible to render. But few of the nr- 
fortnrate inmates gained the front entrance 
on Michigan stieet, although many might 
have been saved if some immediate attempts 
at systematic rtecne had Ken made. In ihe 
Labs of the hotel was a scene cf the wildest 
confusion. Men, women and children 
rushed np and down the hairs in the dense, 
ruffocatir.g smoke, avoiding the blinding 
flvmrs and roaring Mize, end in their 
frantic efforts rushing by the stairways and 
windows leading to the fire-escapes, and 
stumbling over bodies lying urconscious od 
the carpeted waiks. 
The fire apparently 
started on tbo third floor, over the side en­ 
trance on Michigan street, and before the dc- 
psrtment got the steamers fairly in position, 
the flames had enveloped the whole southeast 
corner of the bnilding. The multitude, which 
by this time had swelled to th 'usande, stood 
in perfect awe, bnt few having self-possession 
and resolution enough to lend a helping hand 
on the canvases stretched out to rescue those 
of the despairing irmates who risked tbe leap 
down to the stone sidewalks, 100 feet below. 
At first only Lientenant Rockwood, detec­ 
tives Rieman and McManps, officers O’Brien 
and Campbell, and a few Sentinel men, 
stretched a heavy canvas that required thirty 
men to handle snccea* fully. A poor fellow 
stood on the cornice of the fifth-story corner 
window for long minutes, not daring tbe fear­ 
ful leap. Finally he became bewildered, to 
judge by hie actions, or dumbfounded by the 


smoke, and siid cff his perch to the canvas 
below. The f6w who held it could not give 
it the necessary resietance, and the body fell, 
unhindered by the canvas, with a crash 
which sent a shudder through every witness. 
The shattered body was carried into the 
American Express office. In the sixth-story 
window, right over this unfortunate, «at the 
figure ct a man crouched on the window sill, 
gazing like one ab-ent-minded into the fiery 
abyss below—motionless, but from time to 
time sending np a heart-rendering shriek. 
Steadily the flames encrovched upon him. He 
did not seem to mind it. Then the fl vines 
singed ha hair and licked his r ight-clotkee. 
One despairing look he gave to the crowd be­ 
low, then tumbled back into the sea of fire. 
A man and woman appeared at a window of 
the third etcry. They were recognized ss 
Alien Johns n and his wife. A canvas was 
stretched below the windows of their apart­ 
ments, and a thousand voices called, beseech­ 
ing them to jump. Mr. Ji.hnson kissed his 
wife, then leaped into the sir, and shot down­ 
ward into the canvas. But his weight was 
such tbat tie canva? was pulled out cf the 
hands of the few who held if-, and he aligheid 
cn the ground with deadly tore?. His wife 
followed. Her body struck the verand*, and 
fell to the ground lifeless. Mr. Johnson died 
shortly afterward iu the express office. About 
adozeu jnmped from the Michigan-*' raet front. 
Each leap meant death or shattered limbs, and 
not Uis than four unfortunates at one time 
lay upon the icy sidewalk iu front of the 
Chamber of Commerce clad only in night 
ehirts, bloocl and brains oozing from wounds 
through which bones protruded. Some were 
carried to the express office, others to the 
ground floor of the Mitchell building, 
where cots had beer hastily arranged, anti 
from theie carried iff to private houses ot 
kind-hearted people. The scene in the alley 
west of the burcicg building was sickening. 
As early as 6 o’clopk the bodies of seven 
unfortunate waiter girls were stretched upon 
the snow and ice, with broken limbs, writh­ 
ing in agony uatil death ended tho-r 
sufferings. 
Alter 
almost superhuman 
efforts ladders 
were 
etretchtd from 
the roof of the bank building across the alley­ 
way to the eixth story cf the hotel. Brave 
fire laddies carried ten girls acro-s the frail 
bridge, four of them dead. The maze of 
telegraph wires encircling the building on the 
sonth and east sides played sad havoc with 
the unfortunates who made the frightful leap 
for life. Several bodies were cut diep into 
by the wires, and then tbe tern and bleeding 
forms wcuid drcp to the ground. Others 
would hit the wirts cr Biways, rebound, and 
be hurled to the ground with a dreadful crash, 
to the horr r of tbe unfortunate waiter-girls, 
who all lodged in tho sixth story and attic?. 
Of sixty young' girls, only eleven were beard 
from alive as late as yesterday evening, and 
it is feared the estimate of fitty fives lo3t, as 
formed yesterday morning, is far too low, and 
fully double that cumber were burned or 
smothered to death in the blazing pyre. The 
police patrol soon Crinare need their dreadful 
work of gathering the dead and wounded. 
The former wore taken to the Morgue, which 
was soon filled ; the latter to the central po­ 
lice Btation, where thev were cared for by 
physicians. From 5 o’clock the interior of 
the building w a s one mass of 11 lines, the up­ 
per floors soon giving away and carrying tte 
iower floors with them.

THB HILL TOP CASE. 
A motion by defendant to dissolve or to 
modify the injunction granted in the case of 
Diggory Hobba vs. Tha Amador and Sacra­ 
mento Canal Company et ai., was called for 
hearing in the Superior Court yesterday af­ 
ternoon, The reasons for stking that it bo 
dissolved are : First, '.hat there was and is 
no «efficient reason f. r granting the injunc­ 
tion ; second, becau-a the injunction sus­ 
pended the general and ordinary business of 
a corporation, and was granted without any 
notice being given of any application there­ 
for. Should the Court refuse te dissolve the 
injunction, it is then prayed that the injunc­ 
tion bo so modified as to permit the defend­ 
ants to carry on mining npera'iane, and main­ 
taining a' dam across Cook’s or Big gnich, 
and impounding the mining tailings, debris 
and coarse matter. The injunction is one 
granted in the early partcf last September 
by Judge Denson, and prohibits, amoDg 
other things, the working of a hydraulic 
mine near Michigan Brr, and known as the 
“ Hill Top” cln'm, and in “ Cook’s ” or 
“ Big” gulch. It is one of the suits brought 
by Sacramento county under the contract 
made by the Board tf Supervisors with Geo. 
Csdwalader. 
Defcn ioat has filed twsnt.y-two affidavits 
to provo tb3t the 
ir jane tic n ought 
to be di solved, or at least modified. 
Mrs, Jennie B. Hitter's affidavit says sha is 
one of the Directors and the Secretary of the 
company ; that the injunction was granted 
without any notice wta'ever bring Riven to 
the cerporation, or any of its officers or 
agents, -f any application therefor; that all 
the heavy mailer let, loo«e has been retained 
and impounded in va i ju s gulches leadieg 
from the mines towards the Cosumnes river ; 
that not more than two per cent, thereof has 
ever reached said river, and the portion which 
so reached the river has been of the lighter 
quality ; that it is not trne that the water of 
the rive.- was pure before it was affected by 
the working of the mine; that the floods of 
1861-62 greatly damaged said rivtr, in some 
places to such an extent as to entirely fill up 
its pre existing bed and required it to make 
new channels, and also covered many parts 
of its bottom or low lands with debris; that 
“ the Amador and Sacramento Canal Com­ 
pany has not at any time since the 1st day of 
April, 1882, been engaged in working, by hy­ 
draulic process . r otherwise, the Hill Top or 
any other mine, no- in depositing tailings or 
debris from tb>- Hill Top or any other mine, 
nor has it tiarticipited in the miuing opera­ 
tions crrri-d on by its co defendants or any 
of them; ” that a dam was con-trnc'.ed 
acrcsj Cook's gulch in May, 1S80, nnd on the 
¡and of Mr. Gallagher, for the purpose of 
impounding debris and tailings; that it has 
been kept in repair ever since that time ; that 
debrit to the depth of four or five feat and for 
1.000 feet above tfcedam, and wi-,h an average 
width of 375 feet, has been accumulated, and 
that in some places the depcsit is twelve feet 
deep ; that there is mining at various points 
on the Co.umnes river and its branches above 
where the company's flume enters the river; 
that from the Hill Top mine to the dam 
across 'he gu'ch the distance is 5,800 and 
with a fall of 135 fert; that the tailings from 
the mine- are chiefly red earth and gravel, 
and readily c’tties in the gulcher, and when 
settled become, very hard and compact and 
very difficult to ba moved or disturbed by 
the •^tioT' of water or otherwise, and is not 
likéV^i^A! precipitated on the lower lands 
by the hrtTkirg of dams or otherwise, and 
that it is perfectly practicable to work the 
Hill Top mines r.nd to retain and impouid 
the tailings and debris and h»av_v matter, and 
to prevent the same from filling in the river 
or being of any injury or damage to any per­ 
son whomsoever. 
The affidavit of Benjamin R. Robinson af­ 
firms that be lives at Live Oak, end has been 
well acquainted wit.h Cook'd Gulch for twenty 
years; that it is overrated that during fresh­ 
ets 4,000 inches of water has ran down said 
ravine ; nor is it true that the Amador and 
Srcrameoto Canal Company uses or has used 
2.000 inches of water in its ordinary mining 
operations ; nor has aDy greater number than 
1 300 icchc i been used in connection with the 
Hill Top mine ; that the brush dam said com­ 
pany has recently constructed across Cook’s 
Gulch is 130 feet long, and about twenty feet 
wide at tha base, and will averrgr six feet in 
bight; that said dam is capable and wifi h >ld 
the debris from said Hill Top trines, and that 
during the severe storms of winter not more 
than about 2 500 inches of water rnus down 
said Cook’s Gulch, and that only for a short 
time. 
The affidavit rf Albert L, Land describes 
the uew dam a- 300 feet in length, of aD aver­ 
age hight tf 10 feet, a base width of 10 feet, 
and a widtn at the lop of from 4 to 0 feet. It 
is made of a double row of piling driven 
firmly into the old or original gronrd, well 
brae d both in front and at the back, then 
faced on both sideB with 1.1 inch plank firuly 
spiked to tho piling-, end the space b;jtwecn 
the planking filled and packed with earth and 
gravt). Affiantsvys: "At the bight at which 
the dam is new built, it will, in my opinion, 
impound and hold back all the debris which 
can result from the ordinary operation and 
working of the ‘ Hill Top,’ or Amador and 
Sacramento Companies’ mines during the 
next two years.” 
The remainder of the affidavits are cnly in 
corroboration of the points made in the affi­ 
davits above mentioned. 
Plaintiff’s affidavit! are 47 in number, and 
have been printed, making a volume of 73 
pages. 
Plaintiff has also filed four photographs. 
The first i? a view of the new dam from the 
left bank of the gulc'i, looking toward the 
river, and shows the dam, the aperture 
through it and a p ortion of the flume leading 
into the Cosumnes river. The second view 
show-s the opposite, or upper Bide, of the 
same dam and waste gate, and tte p nd of 
water before the dara. The third view shows 
the brush dam and the water and debris, both 
above and below it. Its comparative bight 
is shown by the figure of a man in the fore­ 
ground. The fourth view shows the mine in 
operation, the u e of monitors and bank 
water. The pictures were taken by J. A. 
Todd on January 5 .h.

from hydraulic mines. He further says that 
“ the Cosuma-J rivjr is a mountain stream cf 
pure and clear water, except where the sama 
ij polluted by the debri», or tailings, from 
Hill Top hydraulic mines, and that the only 
mine on said river worked by the so-called 
hydraulic process is the Hill Top mine, gen­ 
erally known as the mice of the Amador and 
Sacramento Canal Company, which said mine 
tails into the Cosumnes river at Cook’s Bar, 
about two miles below the village of_ Michi­ 
gan Bar ; that the aver ge fail of said river, 
f rcm its source to Cook’s Bir, is about fir', y 
feet to the mile, and that from said Cook’s 
Bar to McCinrell’s Station, on tha Western 
Pacific Railroad, a distance of twenty-one 
miles, the average fall of said river is reduced 
to five and a half feet per mile, and tb&t 
from said McConnell’» Station to its 
junction with the Mokelumne river, a dis­ 
tance of nine miles, said average fall is stall 
further reduced to one and half feet per mile.”

dam described in defendant’s affidavits was a 
mere levee of earth, erected for the purpose 


of leading the flaw of tailings into the flume, 
in order to prevent them from spreading eve­ 
ned destroying Gallogly’s alfalfa field, rilit- 
ated-in the ravine below the levee ; that the 
brash dam which had been constructed is 
made of freshly cut branches and boughs of 
pilch pine, loosely piled upon the existing 
debris in the ravine, and covered with a layer 
of light willow brush ; that a large stream of 
water, such as would come down when the 
mice is in fall operatiou, would soon 
undermine the structure, float cff the brush, 
and make a clean breach in the dam; 
that on January 5;h and 6th of this year he, 
in c injunction with J. C. Pierson and L. F. 
Bisstt', civil engineer», made an instru­ 
mental survty of Cook’d Guich; that on 
that dale, in his opinion, the ultimate capae 
ity of the brush work as a restraining dam 
was nearly exhausted ; that on that dato he 
found that mining by the hydraulic process 
had been resumed; that two mines were 
using about 1,000 minera’ inches of water.

Tnat, after the cessation of hy 
draulic mining by the defendants, the wafers 
cf said river became pure and char; that 
when they commenced mining agria Bucb facl 
was at once apparent in the changed cord! 
tion of the water; sines they commenced, and 
now the water is. and has b;en carrying and 
bringing down the material which his dona 
the damage in the past; that he knowR 
Digogry Hobbs, anti knows his farm and the 
injuries done thereto by hydraulic mining 
debris deposited thereon, and that the sand 
end earth now entering the river and coming 
from def-ndan'.’s mine is identical with the 
material which produced said injuries. 
D. P. Durst affirms that brush dams aro 
unsafe ou account < f their liability to destruc 
tion by fire. 
Robert T. Devlin affirms as to the assess­ 
ment of the company’s property for the past 
six years. 
John A. Todd certifies to the taking of the 
photographs as above described. 
A large number of the remaining affidavits 
are those of farmers and of persons who have 
visited the mine, and corroborate the affida­ 
vits of G F. Allardt and James B. Conner, 
given above. 
Judge McFarland interrupted counEel for 
the plaintiff yesterday, and said he did cot 
intend to investigate the abstract rights of 
the miner; that as he understood Judge Tem- 
p'e’s decision, the hydraulic miner had a right 
to pursue his occupation if dams were erected 
and kept to euch a hight as to hold back the 
debris ; that the question now wa3 whether 
such sufficient dsins hid been constructed. 
The Conrt also Btated that the right to pro­ 
ceed against a corporation without giving 
notice might be questionable. 
Attorney Freeman, who is arguing the mo­ 
tion for dtfendant, expressed adesirs that tho 
Court should visit the mine in question, aid 
Cadwalader, coun-ol for plaintiff, said he 
would be highly pleased by such a course. 
Cadwalader claimed that defendant is vio­ 
lating the injunction at the present time, and 
that while so violating it they have no right 
to ask for a dissolution of the injunction. 
Besides the photographs above described, 
there are several boxes of stones and a num­ 
ber of bottles cf water, taken from the river 
at various place3 and times, in the Court­ 
room, and also a map of the mining property. 
The argument of the motion wiil continue 
this morning at 10 o'clock.

Doubtless one way to do this is to avoid 
doing the work which has made your 
hands rough and dark, but often this work 
may be done with such caro that the bands 
will not bo lia j tred. 
If one is obliged to 
sweep her house, to empty the ashes from 
grate or stove, and to wash dishes, ehe can 
not expect to keep her hands as white as 
idle hands are, but if she takes the precau­ 
tion to put on a pair of old gloves or mit­ 
tens, when she sweeps and is doing dusty 
work, one cause of rough skin will be re­ 
moved. 
Tnen there are preparations which 
one may use ; powdered borax is excellent 
to soften the Bkia. 
A mixture which is 
said to be a sure cure for unduo perspira­ 
tion of the hands is m ide of quarter of an 
oucce of powdered alum, the white of one 
egg, and enough bran to make a thick 
paste : after washing ycur hands apply 
this ; let it remain on your hands for two 
or three minutes, and then wipe off with a 
soft, dry towel. Lukewarm w ater is better 
than hot or cold if the bkin is inclined to 
lie tender or to chap.
